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Ravenna council agrees to revise trailer ordinance

After much confusion and discussion over 
the issue, the Ravenna City Council voted to 
revise an ordinance concerning trailers in the 
city. 

Citizens addressed the council at both the 
July and August meetings about three citations 
that had been issued to property owners of 
mobile-homes. The citations were issued in 
accordance with an ordinance passed initially 
in 1997 and was then amended in 2005. 

The ordinance states that all landowners 
with trailers in the city before 1997 would 
have been issued permits and would be then 
considered “grandfathered in.” This means 
anyone owning a trailer before the ordinances 
were passed would not be subject to certain 
specifications. 

The primary complaint from both coun- 


cilmembers and those citizens present was 
unclear wording. Both parties said the word¬ 
ing of the grandfather clause was misleading as 
it states the landowner must live in the trailer 
in order for the clause to stay in effect. 

Councilmembers said that was not the origi¬ 
nal intent as it would be discriminatory to 
allow homeowners to rent their property but 
not mobile-home owners. 

Mickie Delucio, of Poplar Street, presented 
the council with a petition with signatures 
from other citizens supporting changes to be 
made to the ordinance. She said she was at 
the meeting in support of her neighbors who 
rent a mobile-home from Lewis Officer and 
his wife. 

Delucio also said she was concerned that 
certain homes were being singled out and

Bobby socks and jeans were in. Elvis Presley 
was “All Shook Up,” and carhops served burg¬ 
ers and fries to cruisers at the curb when Earl 
and Mable Floyd opened the Wigwam Drive- 
in Restaurant in Ravenna 55 years ago. 

Chain restaurants like Sonic have tried to 
replicate the charm of the popular drive-in 
restaurants of the forties and fifties, most of 
which closed a long time ago, but the Wigwam 


is an original and still going strong. 

Tonya Floyd, the latest Floyd to run the 
restaurant, credits her loyal customers for 
the restaurants longevity. They were her 
mother-in-law, Peggy Kortbiens, customers 
too, and some have been with them since the 
very beginning. 

Peggy worked at the Wigwam both as an 
employee and owner for more than 50 years. 

When Cornett Chrysler closed in 2011, 
Tonya suddenly found herself unemployed. 
She called Peggy with the news, and the tim¬ 


ing seemed right for Peggy to pass the busi¬ 
ness on to the next generation. 

Tonya took over daily operation of the 
restaurant in early 2012. She gives Peggy all 
the credit for building the business and says 
she still drops by most mornings to check on 
things and greet her regulars. 

Tonya is married to Peggy’s son Gayle, who 
is the grandson of Earl, the original owner. 
They co-own the Wigwam with Gayle’s broth-

Driver of wrecked

Police are still unsure who was driving 
a stolen car that was wrecked on Kirkland 
Avenue last week. 

The owner of the car, Shonna Stone, 17, of 
George Street, said in a written statement she 
got news last week her car had been stolen. 

Stone said she left the house in search 
of her 2001 Chevy Malibu and called 911. 
When she located her vehicle, it had been 
overturned on Kirkland Avenue. 

According to the accident report, the driver 
of the vehicle was traveling East on Kirkland 
when he or she approached a curb and lost 
control.

the ordinances weren’t being enforced 
fairly. 

“There are 11 other trailers being rented 
in town,” she said. “Nothing has been done 
about those others. Only three trailers have 
been cited.” 

Councilwoman Joan Richardson said those 
homes were only cited because the council 
had received complaints about them. 

“The ones that have been complained on 
are the ones that we address,” she said. “But, 
we have to start making a stand on these 
ordinances. If an ordinance is going to be 
enforced, it needs to be enforced on all.” 

The council discussed with those citizens 
present what issues they had with the ordi¬ 
nance and agreed to revise the ordinances to 
be more clear, concise and easy to understand 


so as not to raise any questions in the future. 

Fire Chief David Harvey told the council 
the question shouldn’t be about what type of 
home someone owns when citing individuals, 
it should be about whether the property is 
well-kept. 

“The problem isn’t what kind of home you 
live in,” he said. “The problem is that many 
need to be cleaned up and those fall under 
the nuisance ordinance which can easily be 
enforced.” 

Harvey said ordinances are meant to 
upgrade and improve the community and by 
not having clear wording, it opens “a can of 
worms.” 

“We don’t want guidelines to shove people 
out,” he said. “I wouldn’t think any of us are 
against enforcing guidelines for trailers. But, 
we can’t single people out and shove them 
away.” 

The council agreed to clarify in the amend¬ 
ed ordinance the grandfather clause and that 
permits are sold with the trailer, meaning if 


the property is sold by the original owner, 
the grandfather clause still applies to the new 
owner since the property had been there 
before the ordinance was passed. 

The council will read the amended ordi¬ 
nance at its September meeting and will allow 
comments and suggestions from citizens who 
are present before approving the changes. 

In other business the council: 


•Approved pay resolutions for CEDA to 
complete the first phase of the home rehabili¬ 
tation project. 

•Approved to keep the current property tax 
rate. 

•Voted to change the date of the September 
meeting to 6 p.m. on Sept. 10 to avoid having 
the meeting on Labor Day.

Patterson stole a 1991 black and red Dodge 
pick-up truck and left town heading west 
toward Richmond. 

Patterson’s escape prompted heavy patrol¬ 
ling in Estill County and the Richmond 
area, particularly on the Eastern Kentucky 
University campus where his wife is a stu¬ 
dent-worker. 


Candice Patterson told WLEX 18 reporters 
she feared for her and her children’s safety 
while her husband was out of jail. 

“When he left he told me he was going to 
burn my car down,” she said. “And then, after 
that, he has broken into our house. He’s bust¬ 
ed the windows out. He has busted the back 
door open. He’s stolen our children’s stuff, my 
stuff. I mean, he’s ruthless, has no morals.” 

EKU officials issued a statement last week 
warning faculty, staff and students that 
Patterson was to be considered dangerous. 

His wife allegedly “went into hiding” while 


she awaited his recapture. 

Police upped the search in Knox County 
last week after finding the truck Patterson 
stole at a home of one of Patterson’s relatives 
on KY 11. Police cleared the area August 
3 but said there was no immediate sign of 
Patterson. 

He was arrested later that night in the 
woods outside his parents’ home. 

Patterson’s parents said they blame his 
criminal past and other issues on drug use. 

His father, Daniel Patterson, Sr., told news 
organizations his son has always been a “real 


good boy until he got on drugs.” 

His mother, Phyllis Patterson, agreed. 

“When he’s on drugs, he’s a whole different 
person,” she told reporters. “He needs help.” 

Patterson is being housed in the Knox 
County Jail. 

Another local man has also been arrested 
in connection with the case. 

Michael Rose, 29, is being charged with 
misdemeanor hindering prosecution charge. 

Officials said Rose allegedly assisted 
Patterson after he escaped and failed to 
report to police that he had seen him.

control. 

The vehicle slid off the roadway on the 
left side, hit an embankment and over¬ 
turned coming to rest on the passenger’s 
side of the vehicle.

er, Glenn, and LaKrisha, Tonya and Gayles daughter. 

The whole family pitches in to keep the place going. 

LaKrisha fills in as carhop every now and then, revisit¬ 
ing her first summer job, but “don’t ask her to cook,” Tonya 
laughs. LaKrisha is employed by Pattie A. Clay hospital as 
a surgical tech. 

Gayle and his brother Glenn are on call maintenance 
men if something breaks down. 

When Earl and Mable Floyd opened the restaurant, they 
were concerned local teens had nowhere to hang out on 
the weekends. 

They would most likely be amazed the tradition of “driv¬ 
ing around the Wigwam” is still alive, and the Country Boy 
box remains the favorite of many. 

They would undoubtedly be proud that the restaurant is 
still in the Floyd name, too. 

The Country Boy box is the short-order restaurant’s 
signature item. For $4.25, customers get a fully-dressed 
double-decker slaw burger with a generous helping of fries 
and a side of slaw made from Mable’s recipe. 

The cooks use the same grill Earl started out with back 
in 1957. Alma Kidd, better known as “Cricket,” has fried 
up a mountain of burgers in the 30-plus years she’s cooked 
at the Wigwam. 

The Wigwam is the only restaurant in town that still 
offers curbside service. Customers are checked out on a 
vintage cash register, and you’ll find no WIFI here, but 
that’s OK with regulars like William Earl Bledsoe, of Pitts 
Road, and Ken Stocker, of Cow Creek. 

Bledsoe, a 65-year old retired funeral director, comes for 
breakfast just about every day. 

“I’ve always ate here,” he says. “I’ve been in and out ever 
since I was a kid.” 

Stocker, a retired structural engineer who went to school 
at MIT, said he’s “in and out 10 times a day” for coffee or 
a bite to eat. 

“My favorite part of the business is getting to know the 
customers,” Tonya says. “I love the history of the place. I 
love listening to the stories.” 

Stories like how people used to circle the Wigwam wait¬ 
ing for someone to pull out so they could find a place to 
park, because cars lined the streets on both sides of the 
restaurant. 

Stories about how the Wigwam used to be “the happen¬ 
ing place” when people came to town to see who was there 
or who was working. 

A trip to the quaint little diner means a trip down mem¬ 
ory lane to displaced locals. Some of them stop in when 
they come back to visit family, just to see if the food still 
tastes the same. 

Customers are invited to write their favorite memories 
on index cards and drop them in a picnic basket that sets 
on a shelf near the window. 

“Years from now, we might want to read them. It’s kind 
of like a time capsule,” Tonya says. 

Besides collecting memories, Tonya is interested in see¬ 
ing old pictures or other mementos from the Wigwam if 
anyone has any they would like to share. 

The Floyds have freshened up the place with a new coat 
of paint, new wall paper and a little redecorating, but the 
seating and fixtures are all original. 

The old bar top is still there, and the foot rest beneath the 
stools is worn from 55 years of customers. 

If the bar stools could talk, they would surely have some 
tales to tell. 

Nothing has been taken away from the familiar menu, 
but a few items have been added. 

Biscuits and gravy are new, as well as baked potatoes and 
a mesquite chicken sandwich. 

Also new on the dessert menu are homemade pies 
including chocolate, coconut, lemon and butterscotch. 

Lunch is served any time of day and breakfast can be had 
all day long. 

The Wigwam is open from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m., Monday 
through Thursday, from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. on Friday and 
Saturday and 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. on Sundays.

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Signing petition is signing yes to a vote 


We reported last week that a petition has 
been circulating around Estill County ask¬ 
ing for signatures to ensure a vote to either 
legalize alcohol sales in the county or for the 
county to remain dry. Since the article (see 
“Petition circulating requests vote to legalize 
alcohol sales in county,” front page, Aug. 2) 
ran, I have talked with different people in the 
community about 
what it might 
mean if alcohol 
sales were legal¬ 
ized. 

I find that most 
people seem 
unconcerned 
with the peti¬ 
tion because of 
past attempts that 
failed. I’m told a 
similar petition 
circulated several 
years ago. 

I started doing 
research and 
found some back issues of the Citizen Voice & 
Times that detailed the previous wet/dry vote 
in the county. 

In 2009, a local resident, Josh Rison, started 
the petition that he placed in 10 businesses 
around the county. He had six months to 
gather 1,375 signatures but fell about 440 sig¬ 
natures short of his goal. 

The first story involving the petition was 
printed in July 2009. Former CV&T Staff 
Writer Don White wrote, “It’s been nearly 
half a century since local residents had an 


opportunity to vote in a wet/dry election.” I 
learned the last wet/dry vote in the county 
had been in 1960. 

Now, Estill County is in a similar situation. 

The current petition has been circulating 
for nearly a month and the last report was 
that the group of citizens, headed by Jacob 
Estes, had more than 400 of the required 654 
signatures. 

I must say I am glad that such a petition is 
circulating and I am even more glad to see 
the group nearing success with the petition. 

We won’t know for at least another month 
or two if the ballot will happen but I strongly 
encourage the people of Estill County to sign 
the petition. 

I’m not saying this because I think we 
should elect to allow alcohol sales in the 
county, because, to be honest, I haven’t com¬ 
pletely decided just yet. 

The thing that everyone needs to remem¬ 
ber is that by putting your name on the peti¬ 
tion you are not saying “yes” to alcohol sales 
in the county. You are saying “yes” to a vote. 

You are forcing the county government to 
let your voice be heard. 

It’s been more than 50 years since Estill 
County citizens have been given the chance 
to vote on this subject. I feel safe saying Estill 
County in 2012 is very different than Estill 
County in 1962. 

Since the end of prohibition in 1933, 
Kentucky has been legally wet by default. 
However, individual cities are allowed to pass 
legislation to deem themselves dry again. 

I encourage my readers to exercise your 
rights as a citizen and make the decision for 


yourself whether it’s time for the county to 
move in that direction. 

I understand there are several reasons to 
not allow alcohol sales in the county. But I 
also know there is statistical evidence that 
alcohol sales don’t hurt counties as much as 
many citizens would think. 

The most frequently used argument to 
drive counties into a dry status is the desire to 
limit or avoid the number of alcohol related 
incidents, including DUIs, in the county. 
Many groups and individuals argue legalizing 
alcohol sales would cause more accidents. 

It’s important to note research suggests wet 
counties actually report fewer DUIs and alco¬ 
hol related accidents than do dry counties. 

The Times Tribune of Corbin recently looked 
deeper into the issue. 

Citing information from the Kentucky State 
Police, The Tribune reported that many cities 
that elected to allow alcohol sales saw a small 
increase in accidents and DUIs in the first 
several years. 

However, in the long-term, those same cit¬ 
ies and counties reported that after several 
years the number of alcohol related incidents 
decreased dramatically. 

For instance, “the percentage of alcohol- 
related crashes in Whitley County increased 
in 2004, after Corbin voters approved the sale 
of alcohol in restaurants. However, the per¬ 
centage of alcohol-related crashes in Whitley 
Countysignificantly decreased after 2004 and 
has remained lower than before Corbin went 
moist.” 

Others argue the moral issues related to 
allowing alcohol sales should be enough to 


keep the citizens from voting to allow the 
sales. Many citizens simply don’t want bars 
and liquor stores opening in the county. 

On the other end of the spectrum, those 
who advocate for the sale of alcohol in the 
county say it could serve as a boost for the 
local economy. 

In 2010, House Bill 144 passed lifting a tax 
exemption on alcohol. A six percent tax was 
added to all alcohol purchases. The Marin 
Institue predicted this added tax shelled in 
nearly $100 million of extra revenue for the 
state. 

The truth is, if alcohol sales were allowed, 
more restaurant chains would be willing to 
open businesses in the community, some 
liquor stores and bars would also follow. 

However, each of these businesses would 
create more jobs in the county. 

There are a lot of things to consider when 
making such a decision. As I said before, I 
can clearly see good points on both ends of 
the argument. 

Are we, as Estill Countians, willing to take 
the chance of risking safety to create jobs and 
promote growth in the community? Or do 
most of my readers believe Estill County is 
fine the way it is in terms of alcohol sales? 

We will never know if we don’t exercise our 
right to vote for such things. 

If the current petition does not lead to a 
ballot, I am positive there will be others in 
the near future. 

Why not force the county government to 
let us decide what we see as best for the place 
we call home?

News from Mars a gold-winning moment

Many Americans have been focused 
on the Olympics the past few days and 
might have missed the exciting news 
from the Red Planet. 

At 10:32 p.m. Sunday, NASA 
safely delivered a robotic rover called 
Curiosity onto the sandy surface of 
Mars. The small spacecraft was remotely 
guided into Gale Crater, located just to 
the south of Mar’s equator. 

The final few minutes of the difficult 
landing process was dubbed by NASA as 
the “Seven Minutes of Terror,” accord¬ 
ing to the Los Angeles Times , for being 
the most complicated sequence ever 
attempted to land a spacecraft. 

Most of those steps could not be test¬ 
ed on Earth because Mars' atmosphere 
is much different from ours. 

The landing was a gold-winning 
Olympic moment for the many scien¬ 
tists who contributed to the mission, 
and was so successful that Curiosity was 
able to send back photos right away. 

The plan is to leave Curiosity on Mars 
for at least one Martian year, which is a 


little more than two Earth years, explor¬ 
ing the planet and collecting geological 
data that might reveal whether or not 
Mars was habitable at some time in its 
past. 

“This would be a full-fledged geo¬ 
chemistry lab, on wheels, able to vapor¬ 
ize rocks, 'taste' air samples and ingest 
dirt, then send the results of experi¬ 
ments home from 154 million miles 
away,” writes Scott Gold in the LA 
Times. 

The time, effort and money spent to 
land Curiosity on Mars were astronomi¬ 
cal, pun intended. The LA Times report¬ 
ed the mission involved the efforts of 
more than 5,000 people from 37 states 
and cost $2.5-billion. 

The journey to deliver the spacecraft 
took 36 weeks and covered 352 million 
miles. Wow. I can’t comprehend such a 
distance. 

Some argue the prudence of spending 
so much money on space exploration 
any time, much less during hard eco¬ 
nomic times. 

Who cares if there is life on Mars or 
ever has been, people want to know. 
What good are these missions to every¬ 
day Americans struggling to get by on 
planet Earth? 

I’ve asked myself the same questions, 
but apparently there are a host of ben¬ 
efits to us. 

Freakanomics.com, which claims to 
reveal “the hidden side of everything” 
has a blog on their website titled “Is 
Space Exploration worth the cost? A 
Freakonomics Quorum,” which quotes 
several leading space authorities who 
point out numerous benefits to society. 

One claim is that for every dollar 


spent on the space program, the U.S. 
receives about $8 in economic return. 

The website also says that Americans 
spent more than 20 times the entire 
annual space budget on alcohol in 2006. 
The space budget costs Americans pen¬ 
nies per year. 

Many advances in medical science can 
be credited to discoveries made during 
space exploration, including infrared 
thermometers—those tiny instruments 
doctors wave over us to read body tem¬ 
perature. 

The process of purifying and recy¬ 
cling water for astronauts in space has 
been translated into the invention of 
sophisticated dialysis pumps and filters 
that keep many Americans alive. 

The VAD heart pump, digital mam¬ 
mography, satellite and cell phone 
technologies are other inventions that 
resulted from knowledge gained in 
space missions. Who can imagine life 
without some of these technologies? 

I don’t really care who or what has 
ever lived on Mars as long as it leaves us 
earthlings alone. I do find the vastness 
of space beautiful and mystifying and 
worth studying. 

I just signed up for “Image of the 
Day” emails on NASA’s website so I can 
keep up with Curiosity’s progress and 
check out the many gorgeous photos 
of stars, moons and galaxies on the site 
that remind me how little we humans 
really know about anything. 

NASA’s mission with Curiosity is 
evidence we’re smart enough to keep 
searching for answers, though, all the 
way to the Red Planet and back.

If you drink and drive in the Richmond Post District, beware. 
The Kentucky State Police is joining with law enforcement 
throughout the nation for the “Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over” 
campaign Aug. 17 to Sept. 3. 

The strong nationwide impaired driving crackdown will 
include high-visibility enforcement, high-profile events, and 
will be supported by national paid advertising, creating a 
comprehensive campaign to curb alcohol impaired driving in 
August and through the Labor Day holiday weekend. 

Richmond Post said its troopers will be aggressively looking 
for impaired drivers during the crackdown and will arrest any¬ 
one caught driving impaired. 

Last year, Kentucky recorded over 5,600 crashes related to 
drugs and alcohol, resulting in 150 deaths and over 3,000 inju¬ 
ries. During the Labor Day holiday weekend, 13 people were 
killed and over 332 were injured on our roadways. Six of those 
deaths involved alcohol. 

“Obviously we want to remind everyone that it is illegal to 
drive impaired, and we hope the campaign will remind people 
that if they plan on drinking, to never get behind the wheel,” 
said Captain Lisa Rudzinski, Richmond Post Commander, “But 
if someone does choose to drive impaired, we will arrest them. 
No warnings. No excuses.” 

According to Lieutenant Banks, Richmond Post Operations 
Supervisor, violators face jail time, loss of their driver licenses, 
and steep financial consequences such as higher insurance rates, 
attorney fees, court costs, lost time at work, and the potential 
loss of job. When family, friends and co-workers find out, viola¬ 
tors also often face tremendous personal embarrassment. 

“Driving impaired is simply not worth the risk. So don’t 
take the chance. Remember, we will be out in force and we will 
be watching, so ‘Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over,’” Lieutenant 
Banks said.

Any interested person may review a copy of 
the policy by contacting Randall Christopher, 
Child Nutrition Director, 253 Main Street, 
Irvine, KY 40336 at (606) 726-3060. 

Household size and income criteria will 
be used to determine eligibility. Children 
from families whose income is at or below 
the levels shown may be eligible for Free or 
Reduced Price Meals. An application cannot 
be approved unless it contains complete eligi¬ 
bility information. Once approved, meal ben¬ 
efits are good for an entire year. You need not 
notify the organization of changes in income 
and household size. 

Application forms are being sent to all 
homes with a letter to parents or guardians. 
To apply for Free or Reduced Price Meals, 
households must complete the application 
and return it to the school. Additional copies 
are available at the principals office in each 
school. The information provided on the 
application will be used for the purpose of 
determining eligibility and may be verified at 
any time during the school year. Applications 
may be submitted at any time during the year. 


Households that receive SNAP or KTAP 
are required to list on the application only the 
child’s name, SNAP / KTAP case number, and 
signature of adult household member. 

Foster children will receive benefits based 
on information submitted on the household 
application or information received from an 
appropriate agency. 

Household with children who are consid¬ 
ered migrants, homeless, or runaway should 
contact the district liaison, Skip Johnson at 
(606) 723-2181. 

For the purpose of determining household 
size, deployed military members are consid¬ 
ered a part of the household. Families should 
include the names of the deployed service 
members on their application. Report only 
that portion of the deployed service member’s 
income made available to them or on their 
behalf to the family. Additionally, a housing 
allowance that is part of the Military Housing 
Privatization Initiative is not to be included as 
income. 

All other households must provide the fol¬ 
lowing information listed on the application: 


•Total household income listed by gross 
amount received, type of income (e.g., wages, 
child support, etc.) and how often the income 
is received by each household member; 

•Names of all household members; 

•Signature of an adult household member 
certifying the information provided is correct; 
and 

•The last four digits of the social security 
number of the adult signing the application or 
the word “NONE” for this household member 
if he or she does not have a social security 
number. 

If a household member becomes unem¬ 
ployed or if the household size changes, the 
school should be contacted. Such changes 
may make the student eligible for reduced 
price or free meals. 

Under the provisions of the Free and 
Reduced Price meal policy, Belinda Puckett at 
(606) 726-3060, will review applications and 
determine eligibility. If a parent or guardian 
is dissatisfied with the ruling of the official, he 
or she may wish to discuss the decision with 
the determining official on an informal basis. 


If the parent wishes to make a formal appeal, 
he or she may make a request either orally or

A good admissions essay may 
mean more money for college 


Some colleges, especially private schools, 
require an essay before deciding whether 
to admit high school seniors as college 
freshmen. That essay may also help when 
it comes to paying for college, according to 
the Kentucky Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

Generally, the more exclusive the college, 
the more important the essay may be in 
admissions and financial aid decisions. 

Essays allow schools to learn more about 
students than just the application shows. That 
gives writers a chance to set themselves apart. 

Students should devote a great deal of 
time and consideration to their admissions 
essays. Colleges are looking for students who 
can express themselves clearly, using proper 
spelling, grammar and punctuation. It may 


take several drafts to get it right, but the essay 
needs to be well written and free of errors. 
Students should have others, including teach¬ 
ers, school counselors and parents, proofread 
and review the essay before final submission. 
The better the essay, the better a students 
chance of being accepted at a top school.

Now is the time to plant fall gardens

I’m not ready for it, but there are 
signs that summer is winding down. 
For one, it’s so quiet outside with 
the purple martins already departed, 
headed for their winter home. 

These August mornings often find 
the hills wreathed in fog, and the 
song of crickets is more muted in the 
mornings. Ironweed blooms along 
the roadside as the kiddos head back 


to school. 

I’m looking forward to fall in way, 
although I’m in no hurry for it to get 
here. My beef with fall is that it’s way 
too short—if only October could last 
about three months. 

Right now, while the weather is 
still hot and muggy, is a great time 
to begin planting fall gardens. I’m 
excited about sowing greens and 
lettuce, maybe even planting a few 
more hills of cucumbers and some 
zucchini.

11/4 cups chicken bouillon 

3 Tbsp. vinegar 

3 Tbsp. brown sugar 
1 (8 oz.) can chunk pineapple in juice 
11/2 cups Minute Rice 
1/3 cup Teriyaki Sauce 
Brown chicken in oil. Add vegetables and 
saute briefly. Add bouillon, Teriyaki Sauce, 
vinegar, sugar, and pineapple with juice. Bring 
to a full boil. Stir in rice. Cover, remove from 
heat and let stand for 5 minutes. Stir before 
serving.

Kentucky Cream Cake

1/2 cup butter 
1/2 cup shortening 

2 cups sugar 

5 eggs, separated 

1 tsp. vanilla 

2 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 tsp. baking soda 

1 cup buttermilk 
1 cup coconut 

2/3 cup chopped pecans or walnuts, 
optional 

Icing: 

8 oz. cream cheese 
1/4 cup butter 

4 cups (1 lb.) powdered sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Beat butter and 
shortening and keep beating as you add sugar. 
Add egg yolks one at a time, beating after each 
addition. Add vanilla. Add flour and soda 
with buttermilk. Stir in coconut and nuts. Beat 
egg whites slightly and fold into batter. Bake 
in two 9-inch cake pans for 40 minutes. Cool 
completely on racks. For icing, beat cream 
cheese and butter to mix. Add powdered sugar 
gradually, beating it in.

Harvard Beets

1/4 cup sugar 
1/4 cup water 

2 1/2 cups of cooked beets 
Salt and pepper to taste 

1 Tbsp. corn starch 
1/4 cup vinegar 
1 Tbsp. butter or salad oil 
Mix sugar and cornstarch. Add water and 
vinegar. Boil 5 minutes; drain beets. Add to 
other mixture. Cook slowly; stir occasionally 
until beets are heated. Add butter or salad oil. 
Season with salt and black pepper to taste. 


Top 10 frequently asked questions 
about canning and freezing 


These days it seems everyone wants to buy 
fresh, locally grown produce, but that means 
an abundance of peas in August and squash 
in June. What to do with 20 pounds of squash 
can be quite a challenge. More and more 
people are trying food preservation as a way 
to enjoy high quality, nutritious produce year 
round. Don’t be afraid to try it - the taste of 
fresh, locally grown produce is always better 
than what you buy in the grocery store, even 
when canned, frozen, or dried. Here are some 
answers to questions we get in our office 
every year: 

1. I’m afraid to use a pressure canner. Don’t 
they explode? Pressure canners are designed 
with an overpressure plug in the lid. If too 
much pressure builds up inside the canner, 
the plug will come out of the lid and relieve 
the pressure. 

2. Why do vegetables need to be blanched 
before freezing them? Vegetables have 
enzymes that cause ripening and eventually 
spoilage. Blanching stops the enzymes from 
spoiling food in the freezer. Be careful to use 
the correct blanching time - under blanching 
can actually accelerate the enzymatic process 
and make food spoil more quickly. Over 
blanching can make vegetables soft. 

3. What is blanching? Heating or scalding 
the vegetables in boiling water or steam for 
a short period of time to deactivate spoilage 
causing enzymes. 

4. What is freezer burn? It is dehydration or 
drying that occurs on the surface of a frozen 
product if it is improperly wrapped. The food 
is safe to eat but may have an off flavor or 
texture. To prevent freezer burn, the package 
must be free of air and sealed airtight. 

5. Can Splenda® (sucralose) be used in 
preserving food? Granular Splenda® does not 
provide preservative properties like sugar. For 
jams and jellies, or fruits spreads, you could 
use Splenda® as the optional sweetener in a 
jam or jelly made with a no-sugar needed 
pectin, such as Mrs. Wages™ Lite Home Jell® 
Fruit Pectin, Ball® No-Sugar Needed Pectin 
or Sure-Jell® for Less or No-Sugar-Needed 
Recipes. With these low-methoxyl pectins, 
no sugar is required at all. Sugar substitutes 
can be added as desired simply for flavor. 
The package inserts with these pectins give 
instructions on when to add the sugar sub¬ 
stitutes (usually after all the cooking, right 
before filling the jars). Do not try to substi¬ 
tute Splenda® for the required sugar in recipes 
calling for “regular” liquid and powdered 
pectins. 

6. Do I need to process my jars in a water 
bath or pressure canner? Many recipes passed 
down through the years or found in older 
cookbooks do not include instructions for 
processing. The foods are usually canned by 
the open kettle method, sealed and stored. 



Foods prepared this way can be deadly — 
particularly low acid foods. To minimize the 
risk of food spoilage and foodborne illness, 
all high acid foods should be processed in a 
water bath canner or pressure canner and all 
low acid foods in a pressure canner. 

7. Is it safe to can without salt? Yes. Salt is 
used for flavor only and is not necessary for 
safe processing. 

8. Can two layers of jars be processed in 
a canner at one time? Yes, two layers can be 
processed at one time, in either the boiling 
water bath or pressure canner. Place a small 
wire rack between the layers so water or 
steam will circulate around each jar. Make 
certain that the water covers the tops of all 
jars by 1 inch in a boiling water bath canner. 
The pressure canner should have 2 to 3 inches 
of water in the bottom. 

9. What is the dark film on the underside of 
my lids? Natural compounds in some foods, 
particularly acids, corrode metal and make a 
dark deposit on the underside of jar lids. This 
deposit on lids of sealed, properly processed 
canned foods is harmless. 

10. Do I need to get my pressure canner 
tested? If you have a dial gauge pressure can¬ 
ner, you should have the gauge tested once 
per year to ensure adequate processing. If you 
have a dial or jiggler-type pressure canner, 
you should inspect the gaskets, overpressure 
plug, petcock valve, and closures. Your pres¬ 
sure canner can be tested or inspected at any 
Extension office free of charge.
